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Majority Of Phone Users Favor 


Retention Of Present System 


An about-face in ‘the telephone 
toll charge sentiment was shown 
in the recent poll conducted by 
the State Departmtrent of Public 
Utilities, according to figures re- 
leased by the department on Tues- 
day. In both residential and busi- 
ness classifications the majority 
vote was against the increased 
base rate and abolition of the five- 
cent toll to Lawrence, whereas in 
a recent privately conducted poll 
the trend was markedly the other 
way. 

Most surprising was the vote in 
Lawrence business houses. A per- 
sonal canvass was held here by 
representatives of the commission, 
and 998 business firms desired that 
the present arrangement be main- 
tained, while only 674 wished the 
toll charge to and from Andover 
to be eliminated. The abolishing 
of the rate would mean a monthly 
charge of 50 cents extra to Law- 
rence business firms. There were

In Bates’ District 

Andover might again be in a Re- 
publican Congressional district if 
the redistricting plan of the Repub- 
lican majority in the state legisla- 
tive committee is accepted. But 
this time the town would not be 
in the Edith Nourse Rogers Lowell 
district, but rather in the Salem 
district now represented by Con- 
fressman George J. Bates. 

The Democratic minority of the 
committee has submitted an al- 
ternative plan under which Con- 
sressman Bates and our present 
Congressman, Lawrence Connery, 


would oppose each other. The 
Democrats have worked  them- 


selves up into a state of indigna- 
tion at the Republican plan be- 
cause it probably excludes Con- 
sressman Healey from the National 
House, the Republicans having 
deemed it in the public interest to 
eliminate a Democratic district 
Just as the Democrats deem it in 
the public interest to eliminate a 
Republican district. Under the 
Democratic plan Andover would be 
again reshuffled.

In the Andover poll 2096 ballots 
were sent out, with 1561 being re- 
ceived back. No further ballots 
are to be accepted, the commis- 
sion having extended the seven- 
day return period considerably. 
Four returned their ballots marked 
“Not interested.” Of the remain- 
der 830 were in favor of the pres- 
ent plan and 727 in favor of the 
merging with Lawrence, a differ- 
ence of 103. 

Andover’s residential phones, 
most of which would have had a 50 
cents base rate increase if the toll 
were abolished, divided as follows: 
for the present plan, 705; for the 
toll elimination, 664, Business 
houses which would have incurred 
a $2.50 increase monthly voted 125 
for the present plan and 68 for the 
toll elimination proposal.

Police, Firemen Praised For Accident Wor

The above picture shows the 
aftermath of a Fourth of July acci- 
dent on South Main street, with 
officer David Gillespie examining 
the wreckage. The Board of Select- 
men this week received a letter 
about the efficient work of the 
police and fire departments in 
handling the accident; “they real- 
ly seemed to have dropped out of 
the sky, simultaneously with the 
accident.” 

The letter follows: 


35 Lodge Road 
Belmont, Mass. 
July 9, 1941 
Gentlemen: 


On July 4, 1941, my aunt, Mrs. 
Mary Burns, and I were victims 
of an accident which took place in 
Andover, Mass., on South Main 
street, about 11 o’clock a. m. 


[ want to take this opportunity 
to compliment the efficiency and 
courtesy and kindness of the very 
able police department and ambu- 
lance men who so wonderfully as- 
sisted us in our emergency and 
dilemma. 

The smash, which was a head-on 
collision, was a terrific one, and 
almost as soon as we discovered 
that strangely enough we were 
both alive after such a crash, I got 
Out of the car, and someone asked 
if we had called the police. I an- 
Swered by asking how we could 


have done so, the accident had just 
happened, and there and then, 
when I looked up, the police and 
ambulance were already stopping 
at the scene. They really seemed 
to have dropped out of the sky, 
simultaneously with the accident. 


The efficiency of the police who 
handled the clearing of the wreck- 
age and took care of all necessary 
information and witnesses, and the 
kindness and care of the ambu- 
lance men in lifting my aunt into 
the ambulance, stand out very 
clearly in my mind. Chief George 
Dane, to whom I reported in the 
late afternoon, when I was able to 
leave the hospital, was kindness 
itself, and helped to steady my 
nerves which by then stood in 
need of it. 


I really feel that I would like the 
people of Andover to realize and 
appreciate the fine police system 
and the efficient operation of that 
system by the men and the chief, 
as witnessed by me. This is the 
only way I know of voicing my 
thanks.

New Cars Stolen 
For Tires, Wheels 


If you have a brand new car you 
had better plan to chain it to your 
house or office for a little while 
until the police can round up the 
sing of auto thieves who seem 
to be doing pretty well for them- 
selves in Essex county. In Salem, 
Lawrence, Andover, lynn, and 
other nearby communities, quite a 
few cars have been stolen in the 
last two weeks and the police and 
surance companies in this area 
are really concerned over what ap- 
Pears to be a smooth working out- 
lit which steals cars as its busi- 
ness. In Shawsheen last Thurs- 
day, three 1941 model automobiles 
were stolen in broad daylight, and 
in a very busy section, too. All 


three were recovered a couple of 
days later but they had been 
stripped of all four wheels. Two 
sets of the wheels were recovered 
in the woods in Dracut where the 
car thieves evidently cached them 
until they could get rid of them.

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Which Majority 
Is The Majority? 

In a democracy the majority 
should rule; the only real difficulty 
comes in finding out the will of 
the majority. A glaring example 
of just how difficult this difficulty 
may become is shown in the two 
recent polls of telephone subscrib- 
ers, one of which showed a major- 
ity in favor of eliminating the toll 
charge between Andover and Law- 
rence at a higher base rate, and 
the other showing a majority in 
favor of the lower base rate with 
toll charges between Juawrence and 
Andover. 

Why should there be this dis- 
crepancy? It is hard to say, but 
certainly there must be some ex- 
planation, and in fairness to all 
concerned, that question should be 
answered before the public utili- 
ties commission hands down a 
definite decision. The first poll was 
conducted by a local committee 
interested in eliminating the toll 
charge, but they leaned over back- 
ward in their endeavors not to let 
that interest have any influence 
on ithe poll. They did not see peo- 
ple and urge them to vote their 
way. Their letter to subscribers 
was framed carefully to avoid any 
complaint of bias or misrepresen- 
tation. The ballot was a fair one. 
Everything, all the possible im'pli- 
cations of the change, was pointed 
out in the letter. There could be 
no justifiable criticism of the way 
in which this poll was drawn up. 

And the poll conducted by the 
Department of Public Utilities was 
equally fair. It explained the whole 
matter. Furthermore it was sub- 
mitted to the local committee first 
so that everything would be fair, 
and of two changes suggested by 
the local committee, one was 
adopted. There can be only one 
complaint that might stand up un- 
der examination in connection with 
the public utilities poll, and that 
arises from the Lawrence end 
where ‘the department went around 
to the business houses to ascer- 
tain the sentiment. Possibly what 
they asked the merchants was 
phrased so that there could be no 
unfairness, but in a personal poll 
such as this, there is an Oppor- 


tunity for unfairness to creep in. 


It would have been better if there 
had been a mail poll here, too. 
Both polls should be analyzed 
carefully to see wherein the dis- 
crepancy lies. The mailing lists 
should be compared; possibly in

both cases some people received 
ballots who shouldn’t have. The 
counts should be checked, to see 
if there was any turn-over; a per- 
son has a right to change his mind 
of course, but if a turn-over can 


be shown, by a process of elimina- 
tion it could fairly be stated that 
there was no mishandling of either 
poll, Then the weighting process, 
if any, should be examined. 


And after it’s all over and the 
commission has decided which of 
the polls more nearly represented 
the ‘true wishes of the people of 
Andover, there remains but one 
course for the minority, which- 
ever side it may be on, and that 
is the acceptance of the will of the 
majority graciously and in a 
sportsmanlike fashion. 


Eliminating A Danger 


Some day when the town has a 
little extra money that it might 
spend on something unnecessary, 
it really should look to its side- 
walks, for some of them are in a 
condition that makes them very 
necessary, almost urgent projects. 
And some of them just aren’t there 
at all. 


We spend money out in the out- 
lying districts to eliminate curves 
on the roads, and we justify this 
expenditure by claiming that the 
danger to pedestrians and motor- 
ists makes it necessary. But in 
allotting moneys on a basis of 
danger, it’s best to spend it first 
where the risk is greatest, and the 
risk is greatest where there’s the 
greatest flow of traffic. There are 
many places near the center of the 
town where there should be a side- 
walk. One example might be on 
Essex street just below the tracks; 
here the foot traffic is heavy, and 
there’s enough motor and train 
traffic converging there to make it 
bad enough even with decent side- 
walks. There are many others, 
not as bad of course as this one, 
but all meriting some attention 
from the authorities.
